Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  19th  Annual 
Report  re  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough 
during  the  year  1939. 

In  his  Circular  No.  2067  the  Minister  of  Health  has  recom¬ 
mended  curtailment  of  this  report  which  will  only  deal  with  essential 
and  urgent  matters. 

Statistical  details  are  as  far  as  possible  included  in  the  Report 
so  that  continuity  may  be  maintained  in  regard  to  this  important 
element  in  previous  reports. 

On  Sunday,  3rd  September,  1939,  this  Country  found  itself 
at  War — an  alteration  inevitably  calculated  to  introduce  many 
new  factors  into  the  living  conditions  of  a  great  proportion  of  the 
population. 

Some  of  our  treasured  reforms  such  as  Slum  Clearance  (under 
the  Housing  Act,  1936),  have  had  to  be  suspended. 

Air-raid  Precaution  paper  schemes  have  been  turned  into 
practical  units  ready  to  function  as  and  when  required,  thus  placing 
additional  responsibilities  on  a  large  number  of  the  staff  of  this 
department. 

The  offices  of  the  Public  Health  Department  moved  into  the 
above  premises  on  14th  September,  1939. 

I  must  again  record  the  helpful  co-operation  of  my  staff  during 
an  arduous  year. 

Your  support  in  all  matters  affecting  health  conditions  has 
been  much  appreciated.

Our  most  potent  weapons  against  the 
spread  of  Diphtheria  are  careful  swabbing  and  examination  of  all 
suspicious  sore  throats  and  all  contacts  of  actual  cases,  together 
with  isolation  of  persons  affected.
